1 A push-chair characterized by a platform (35) provided at its lpwer rear, 
with the rear wheels (16; mounted substantially at the trailing edg^pf the plat- 
form, and with seat mounting means (18) for mounting the seat/(i 1 ) substantially 
forward of the platform. 

2 A push-chair according to claim 1 character i zed/in that it comprises a pair 
of delta-shaped side frames (12, 13) with the lower rear bars (28) having the 
platform <35> mounted on their lower ends. 


3 A push-chair according to claim 2 characterized in that the seat mounting 
means (18) are carried on forward proje/tions of the horizontal bars (29') of the 
side frames beyond the_ front bars Cfi6') and on auxiliary bars (32) forwardly 
mounted on the upper portions >of jtjhe front bars (25*).
